The miners of the Sturgeon Con- 
solidated Collieries at the Sturgeon on 
the Dunvegan railway went out on 
Wednesday. They demand an increase 
from 50 cents to 60 cents per mine 
car of approximately 1,000 pounds, 
with corresponding increases all along 
the line. In July, 1916, the rate per 
car was 33 cents, The rate was in- 
creased from time to time since until 
it reached the present level of 50 cents. 
Resides the contract rate, all men in 
the mine were receiving 54 cents a 
day war bonus from July 1st until 
August Ist, since which date the war 
bonus has been 79 cents, The mine 
employs about fifty men. 


VICTORIA BREAKS 
RECORD FOR WOODEN 
SHIP BUILDING 


OTTAWA, Sept. 15.—Canada_ has 
again smashedagain smashed all rec- 
ords for speed in wooden ship build- 
ing. The latest feat has lowered this 
country’s own mark by about 60 per 
cent. The War Camchin, a wooden 
ship of 3,100 tons, built for the impe- 
rial munitions board, was launched 
by the Foundation Company ship- 
yards at Victoria, on August $1. In- 
stallation of machinery commenced at 
the imperial munition board's instal- 


lation plant at Victoria on September 
8. The installation work was com- 
pleted in 12% working days, On 


September 17 a successful sea-going 
trip was had. This vessel will com- 
mence loading cargo within seven days 
of the trial trip. The previous record 
in Canada was held in Quebec.

| utterances of Secretary Balfour com- |, Inister of trade and com- 
pel the conclusion that the Entente Foster, nynie 

meree, had a conference today with 


will not hear qa peace by agreement, 


OLDEST SON OF DR.

CALGARY, Alta., 19.—Word 
was received Wednesday night by Dr. 
Michael Clark, M.P., of Red Deer, that 
his oldest son, Michael, had heen 
killed at the front. 

Michnel Clark left here with the 
187th as sergeant-major, but on being 
transferred to go over to France re- 
verted to the rank of private and was 
later raised to the rank of corporal. 
This was the second time he had been 
hit. The first time he received a 
bullet in the throat, which narrowly 
escaped cutting the jugular vein. He 
leaves a wife and two children, a girl 
of six and a boy of nine.

QUEBEC, Sept. 19.—The effective 
control of the prices of essential food- 
stuffs, cereals. meats, etc., by the Do- 
minion government is demanded in @ 
resolution adopted at this afternoon's 
session at the Trades and Labor Con- 


gress. Attempts were made by the 
radical factions attending the cone 
gress to secure endorsatiom for an 


amendment, which urged that all 
wages should be increased when the 
price of commodities went up, but the 
attempts were unsuccessful. A mo« 
tion which was dropped for that ullie 
mately carried, asked for the apa 
pointment by the Dominion governe 
ment of a commission to fix the priceg 
of necessaries of life. 

The congress also adopted a reso¢ 


j lution calling for the nationalization 


of the practice of medicine in all hose 
pitals, 

At the opening of the session this 
afternoon it was annotnced'§ that 
President Watters had been endorsed 
as a delegate to the congress by his 
Ottawa local, thus rendering him eli- 
gible for re-election as an officer of 
the organization. 

Addressing the delegates, Williain 
Mahon, international president of

McDougall auditorium heard Hon, N 
W. Rowell, president of the council in 
the federal cabinet, speaking in de- 
fense of the Union government In its 
policies and administration since it 
came into office and heard him claim 
that it had a ten months’ record un- 
surpassed in the history of Canada. 
The body of the church was well filled 
and there were quite a number of 
people in the gallery, and all showed 
their enthusiasm for the war and the 
part the Canadian soldiers are playing 
by frequent applause. Mr. Rowell 
dealt principally with the question of 
conscription and sought to justify the 
action he had taken in the formation 
of the Union government. 

Mayor Evans presided and intro- 
duced the minister, Seated on his 
other side was the Lieut.-Governor 
and on the platform were prominent 
citizens of various political parties.

Mr. Ttowell began by paying a 
tribute to the past services of the 


R.N.W.M.P, and their contribution to 
the great war, and sald that as head 
of the government department which 
had contro? of the adm@nistration of 
the force, he felt proud of the 700 men 
whom he saw in training under Major 
Jennings at Shorncliffe. He had come 
to Edmonton, he continued, to make 
a report of the work of the Union 
government because of the magnificent 
contribution of Edmonton and district 
to the war in the men they had sent 
overseas; men who had added new 
lustre to the name of Canada, Edmon- 
ton was also responsible for another 
very interesting and important move- 
ment for the benefit of the troops at 
the front. That was the Khaki! unt- 
versity for the initiation of which they 
were indebted to Dr. Tory, the presi- 
dent of the University of Alberta, for 
whose services he thanked the board 
of governors and the provincial gov- 
ernment. Mentiloning the contribution 
of the Y.M C.A. to this work, Mr. 
Rowell togk the opportunity to say a 
word in connection of all the efforts 
that are helping to minister to the 
needs of the soldiers and build up 
their morale and efficiency. 

Some paper had sald, continued the 
minister, that he was responsible for 
the Military Service act, and while he 
was not—the administration of It be- 
ing in the department of justice until 
the man went into khaki, and after- 
wards the department of militia and 
defense—he had no hesitation in de- 
claring that what he saw at the front 
in 1915 had convinced him of the 
necessity of a compulsory system of 
military service. He had urged that 
such a step should be taken and “I 
also reached the conclusion,” he edd- 
ed, “that no party government wae 
likely to put such an act in force.” 
Holding such views, he said that when 
he was asked to join a coalition gov- 
ernment he could only as an honorable 
man give effect to the convictions he 
had expressed. The sole reason, said 
he, for the formation of the Union 
government was this: That a time had 
come in the history of the country 
when a government, if it were to do 
its duty to the people of Canada and 
the gallant men overseas, must cease 
to consider whether legislation pleas- 
ed the public or not; men must unite 
to pass legislation imposing additional 
responsibilities for the cause for which 
they were fighting. They were not 
living in times of peace, declared the 
speaker, They were living in times 
of war; the most momentous war in 
human history. “I am not concerned,” 
said he, “whether any particular meas- 
ure of the government meets the ap- 
proval of everybody. So long as I am 
convineed it is right and in the Inter- 
ests of Canada it should be adopted.” 
He added that if they acted in any 
other way they would not be giving 
proper interpretation to the expression 
of public opinion by the people of 
Canada in December last. 

Alluding to general problems of gov- 
ernment and remarking that Canada 
had practically to adopt the same 
policy in regard to the problems of 
industrial organization as the United 
States, he admitted that the govern- 
ment owed it to the people that they 
should be more fully taken into their 
confidence and he hoped it would be 
possible to do 4o in the future, 

At More Than Full Strength 

Discussing how far the government 
had carried out the mandate of the 
people in mobilizing the resources of 
the country for the war, Mr. Rowell 
stated that up to Auguet 20th, 78,810 
men had been called to the colors, the 
total ineluding, he said, 19,614 men 
who would have been liable to be 
called but who had voluntarily en- 
listed. Up to that date 64,000 haa 
been sent overseas and the result was 
that the Canadian army was at more 
than full strength, It was now a fully 
equipped fighting force in every res- 
pect, Pointing to the reduction of 
casualties from 74,500 in 1917 to 
14,000 in the present year, ‘92 ascribed 
to the fact that the Canadian army 
was 80 strong that it was not attacked 
by the Germans. Three divisions had 
also been withdrawn for speciaf train- 
ing and they had later on been used 
as the spearhead at Amiens and in 
breaking through the Hindenburg iine 
when they were fighting with some of 
the finest regiments in the British 
army. There was also the fine spirit 
of the men, 

So greatly were men needed, mid 
Mr. Rowell, early in the present year 
that boys of 18% were placed by 
England in the trenches at Kemmel 
Hill, and these boys had succeeded in 
stemming the German adyance, a 
statement which was one of the most 
warmly applauded of the speaker.

country on the whole front on the 
otherside whose corps had been con- 
tinuously up to strength for the past 
twelve months. This had mot been 
the case with England, France or 
Australia. 

Proceeding, the president of the 
council spoke of the deeds of Canadian 
boys in the air service, mentioning that 
one-third of the pilots were Canadians 
and that two Canadiane had held the 
record for planes destroyed. 

Reverting to the Military Service 
act, he said he was fully aware there 
were hardships in the operation of the 
act, but they were inevitable, War 
was heli and the people at home could 
not esQipe their share of the res- 
ponsibility. But he had been led to 
believe, he added, that there had been 
unnecessary hardships and those who 
had been responsible for them, either 
through incompetence or mistakes, 
would be held responsible. Dealing 
with the question of exemptions, he 
said the government was not adding 
to the obligation of every citizen of 
Canada under the Militia act which 
required every Canadian to discharge 
his duty to his country. ‘ 

Coming to the submarine menace of 
the Canadian Atlantic coast, he said 
the government was endeavoring to 
meet conditions by establishing a naval 
air service and by other means, 

On the question of care for the sol- 
diers, he said that it might be that 
owing to the increase in the cost of 
living the whole question would have 
to be reconsidered. But the present 
scale of pensions, which had been tn- 
creased in November, 1917, was the 
highest of any country in the war. 
The same might be said for the separ- 
ation allowance, although, he admit- 
ted, this grant should come under 
review again. 

Business of Food Board 

On the question of food, he said that 
the food control board was not ap- 
pointed to fix prices. Its business was 
to conserve the food surplus and to 
increase production and, he claimed, 
quoting figures of exports to Great 
Britain, and the increased acreage 
under crop, that the board had euc- 
ceeded in both respects. 

Then, said he, the Union govern- 
ment had led the Anglo-Saxon world 
in regard to prohibition, which he did 
not think would have been achieved 
foy efther of the old parties, But this, 
said he, summarising his review of 
the work of the government, was only 
one chapter of its record of achieve- 
ment—@ ten months’ record that was 
unequalled in the history of Canada. 
Many problems remained to be settled 
and the gallant men overseas were 
looking to them to do their duty. 

Concluding, Mr. Rowell contrasted 
conditions in Canada with those in the 
devastated areas of France and the 
ruin of Belgium and asked why had 
they been spared? Because, while 
they had toiled and slept, while they 
had been able to go about their busi- 
ness, his majesty’s unknown sailors on 
the high seas had kept watch and 
ward. 

The ringing applause that greeted 
this declaration showed the audience 
appreciated what the navy and the 
“Silent Blockade’ had achieved and 
was achieving, and the tribute to the 
men ever on the watch was capped by 
Mr. Putland appropriately playing 
“Rule Brittania,”’ the audience singing 
the chorus, 

The meeting concluded by the sing- 
ing of “God Save the King” and “God 
Save Our Splendid Men,”

At the conclusion of Commissioner 
Sowton's address a vote of thanks 
was moved by Hon. Frank Oliver and 
seconded by Adjutant Lawton, who 
is in charge of Army work on _ the 
South Side.

TIME PASSED FOR 
INTERIM SUGAR 
CERTIFICATES 


Order Issued the Food Board 
to Check up 
Hoarding 


No more interim sugar certificates 
will be issued from the Edmonton 
office of the Canada Food Board, ac- 
cording to the statement made by re- 
presentative, Captain G, D, Hunt, of 
the Canada Food Board, unless euch 
certificates to purchase have been ap- 
plied for previous to August 24th. 

The Canada Food Board issued 
these instructions in view of the fact 
that there is a possibility that hoard- 
ing of sugar is being practiced. 

The board further issues a solemn | 
warning to all wholesale and retail! 
dealers that their licenses will be im- 
mediately suspendid should they be 


found guilty of selling sugar to any 
person who has not a license to pur- 
chase. This of course does not refer 
to private householder purchasers, Up 
to the present private parties do not 
need a certificate to purchase, 

The order refers to al! public eating 
places, soda fountains, ice cream par- 
lors, biscult, cake and bread bakeries, 
It refers to all inanufacturers of table 
syrup, syrup compounds, or such 
things as tobacco, beer, ale, soft 
drinks, fountain fruits, fruit dishes, 
fruit syrup, jelly powders, marsh- 
mallows, in which sugar is used. 

The instructions received from Ot- 
tawa further states that any person 
needing a license or certificate to sell 
or buy sugar may apply through the 
local office and the merits of the case 
will be submitted to the Canada Food 
Board at Ottawa. But no guerantee is 
given that such will now be granted,

They were 
served a mea! which is described as 
quite as good as the miners get every 
day and which may be accepted as 
evidence of its excellence, and under 
the chiuirmanship of Jas, McKinnon 
this proved to be a most successful and 
pleasing event, In an address full of 
interest and information, Mr, Eaton 
gave the visitors some facts unknown 
to most of them about the import@nce 
of the coal mining industry in general 
and about his company in particular, 
referring to the successive stages of its 
development up to the present time. 

Following the luncheon there was a 
short program of sports, chief of which 
were two obstacle races, the obstacles 
being represented by what might leve 
been shell crafters had the scene been 
laid in France, but which were in 
reality indendations over disused mine 
workings.

They 
brought back with them a higher ap- 
preciation of the coal industry and 
more particularly of the magnitude of 
operations being carried on by the 
Cardiff Collieries, Mr, Eaton made an 
ideal host. 


RE-STERILIZE 
FRUIT AFFECTED 
BY RUBBER RING 


Method is Explained by Which 
Damaged Preserves May be 
Baved For Use 


That there je no need of destroying 
preserved fruit because of the odor of 
phenol on the rubber rings is the find- 
ing as a result of the invest{gation just 
finished in Toronto, according to a 
statement received in the city from 
the Ontario authorities, 

The following rules are given for the 
treatment of the trouble: 

le New rings must be purchased. 
These are to be thoroughly sterilized 
by boiling in a solution of one tea-| 
spoonful of baking soda to a pint of) 
water for ten minutes, If the phenol 
is present in small quantities it is 
easily detected in the odor given off} 
during the boiling. 

2. The fruit suspected of contamina-' 
tion from the old rings is then opened, 
the old rings removed, the lip and 
corner of the jar carefully wiped with 
a clean cloth and a new ring put in 
place of the old one. The fruit muet 
then be sterilized. 

8. The fruit can then be etored as) 
before As it is opened for use from 
time to time some jars may only be 
found to have absorbed the taste from 
old rings, These may be discarded.

A€@ soon as convenient after the Sist 
of August, but not later than the first 


of October, the assessor prepares a list | 


of electors in alphabetical order ar- 
range! in the polling subdivisions to 
be fixed by the city council, and on 
completion of this list publishes once 
a week for two consecutive weeks a 
notice that the list has been prepared 
and may be inspected at the civic 
offices. 


Any person otherwise duly qualified 
whose name does not appear on this 
list may apply to have the list amend- 
ed giving to the assessor a notice 
that he intends to apply to the city 
commissioners to have his name add- 
ed to the list of electors and stating 
his qualifications. Sfmilarly, anyone 
on the list may apply to have th@ list 
amended by striking out the nant of 
any other person on the ground that 
such other person is not duly quali- 
fied. Such notices may be given to 
the assessor on or before the 16th of 
October, On or *efore the 16th, the 
assessor must make a list of applicants 
for amendments and by advertisement 
give notice of the time and place for 
the commissioners to sit a court of 
revision, which they shall @o not later 
than the 20th of October, The appli- 
cants arp to appear before the com- 
missioners in person. In the case of 
a bank, company or corporation, the 
application can be made by the chief 
officer resident in the city. Within 
three days after the commissioners’ 
court of revision an appeal may be 
taken to the coyncil which shall de- 
cide the matter at fits next meeting 
thereafter. The list as finally revised 
and corrected in accordance with the 
decisions of the commissioners and the 
council must be printed not later than 
the 80th of November and remain in 
force until a new list has been pre- 
pared and finally revised,

Perhaps the reason for starting 
a new official weekly in Ottawa is 
the need of more space in which to 
publish the innu:nerable orders-in- 
council by which the law of the 
land is being daily modified and 
defined. There is evidence that 
orders-in-council of great impor- 
tance have not been published in 
the Canada Gazette. Lack of space 
may explain the decision to incur 
the expense of a weekly news- 


paper. 


When and Where to Get Money. 

The tax bill with which the Unit- 
ed States Congress is now wrestl- 
ing is the largest in history, It 
provides for raising $8,012,792,000 
during the year. The largest 
source of revenue is the tax on 
excess profits, which is calculated 
to bring in $3,100,000,000, or 38 
per cent. of the whole amount to be 
raised. The next largest item is to 
come from taxes on incomes, which 
are expected to yield about $1,500,- 
000,000 from individuals and more 
than three-quarters of a million 
from corporations; a total of 25 
per cent. of the whole amount to 
be raised, Taxes on excess profits 
and large incomes are thus_ being 
called upon to supply not less thau 
63 per cent. of the enormous 
amount proposed to be raised. The 
United States Government clearly 
has a firm belief that, so far as 
possible, we should pay for the war 
as we go along, and that the taxes 
to do so should be imposed where 
they will be least felt. It is right 
on both points. 


Dissenting Parties. 

It is a significant fact that the 
tariff of the United States has not 
been increased since the war 
began. The republic, in fact, col- 
lects from customs taxation only a 
small proportion of the enormous 
amounts of money being raised an- 
nually for war purposes. In raising 
these stupendous sums the effort is 
made to place the burden most 
heavily upon those classes in the 
community who can best afford to 
bear it, an object not attained 
when revenue is raised largely by 
means of a tariff. The United 
States has been consistently held 
up to the people of Canada as 
proof that a country grows great 
as its tariff grows high, and as 
proof also that the best way to 
raise national revenue is by cus- 
toms taxation. Seemingly the 
Government of the United States 
and the national legislature do not 
believe either the one thing or the 
other,

Where Might Is Right 

Fragmentary despatches es- 
caping through the net of censor- 
ship give the outside world 
glimpses of the internal condition 
of Russia. The spectacle thus dis- 
closed is one of chaos, ruim and 
misery, surpassing anything the 
modern world has seen. Hitherto 
the French Revolution has been 
the chapter of horrors in the his- 
tory of humanity. That place will 
be taken by the story of Bolshe- 
viki rule in Russia when the full 
knowledge of the facts becomes 
available, 

By an amazing array of docu- 
mentary evidence the United 
States has established that the 
authors of Russia’s disaster are 
paid agents of Berlin. But the 
conditions they have brought 
about did not come because they 
were in Berlin’s pay. These con- 
ditions would have followed if the 
course of the Bolsheviki leaders 
had been taken under impulse of 
a genuine delusion. For the prin- 
ciple upon which the Bolsheyiki 
policy is based is in defiance of 
the laws of human life. 

Bolshevikism is a class move- 
ment. The Bolsheviki leaders pro- 
fessed to desire to better the con- 
ditions of the working people in 
the Russian cities. They under- 
took to do so by using the power 
which their numbers gave to the 
working men to plunder the other 
classes of the community, The 
movement is not in any sense pro- 
tective but aggressive. It did not 
aim to benefit the wage-earning 
class. by bettering the general 
condition, but to prosper that 
class by despoiling other people 
of what belonged to them. The 
principle of Bolsheviki policy is 
essentially the same as the prin- 
ciple of Kaiserism; namely, that 
‘might makes right.’’ The work- 
ing men of the Russian cities, be- 
ing numerous and capable of con- 
certed action, held the power to 
enrich themselves at the expense 
of society at large. Lenine and 
Trotzky organized, directed and 
inspired them to utilize the power 
they possessed for that purpose. 

The moral is written in the eon- 
ditions which prevail in Russia 
today. While Russia has been 
destroyed, disgraced and dismem- 
bered, while life and property have 
been deprived of any sort of legal 
protection or public regard, even 
the class in whose interests the 
chaos was brought about have not 
benefited. On the contrary, the 
condition of the Russian working. 
man—who was supposed to be 
made prosperous by the plunder 
of his countrymen—is infinitely 
worse today than it was under the 
Czar. Just as the individual owes 
something to his neighbors, every 
class of society owes something to 
society at large, and cannot pro- 
mote its own interests by  en- 
eroachment upon the rights of 
others without bringing disaster 
upon itself and upon the commu- 
nity,

The city of Edmonton gave notice 
through the city newspapers that it 
was the intention of the city to present 
to the Edmonton Public School Board 
the site on which the Technical school | 
now stands, known as Patricia square. | 
The owners of the property surround- | 
ing Patricia square called a meeting | 
at which they appointed a committee 
to get up a petition to present to the 
city council. The petition was pre- 
sented at a meeting of the city coun- 
cil, who referred the matter to the 
Parks and Market committee, whom 
we met, and at that meeting we were 
told by Mayor Evane that the city had | 
entered into an agreement with the| 
Edmomton Public School Board to use | 
every means possible (even to the ex- 
tent of going to the Legislature) to 
obtain this land for the school board. 

Now, those of us who live in the 
vicinity of this park have all necessary 
proof that we purchased our lots on 
the understanding that this would be | 
@ park. In fact a previous counc!! has | 
acknowledged this by erecting a band- 
stand, but as we know owing to finan- 
cial conditions could proceed no fur- 
ther. When the city decided to buite 
the car barns there, we protested 
against this attempt to steal our park, 
80 when they decided to build a per- 
manent barn, they built elsewhere, As 
soon as the city decided to vacate this 
property, the schoo] board steps in 
and asks to be allowed to use the old 
barns for two years, They stated they 
would build a new front that would 
be attractive and of architectural or- | 
namentation, and they agreed at the | 
end of the period that they would 
clear the whole building off the land. | 
Now five years has passed and not | 
only have they broken that faith and | 
agreement with the citizens, they have | 
conspired with the city council to/ 
steal the whole works, and so secure 
a good cheap building site at the ex- 
pense of the people. We know that | 
the city council are not unanimous | 
over this steal, but there seems to ibe | 
something at the back of all this that! 
we do not at present know. Again, to | 
add insult to injury, the city contend | 
that only the people owning property 
abutcuing on the park have any voice 
or interest in the matter, whereas if | 
I understand anything of the rights of | 
a Britisher, any person who pays taxes 
into the city treasury has as much in- 
terest in this business of the city coun- 
cil trying to give away something that 
does not belong to them, as the people 
whose property adjoing this park, The 
city knows by the petition presented | 
to them that the majority of those 
people not only object to any school 
being built there, but they want that 
site cleared. | 

Only people owning property sur- 
rounding the park have received no- 
tice from the city that they will be 
given twenty days in which to object | 
to the park being given away. We| 
suppose by giving oertain of these 
people twenty days to objeot, the city 
think they have done their duty, but 
this matter is likely to be brought to 
a head through an injunction, We 
intend to call a public meeting to 
which the mayor and aldermen will 
be invited, when they can explain if 
they wish their reason for trying to 
railroad this affair without first con- 
sulting the parties interested, namely, | 
the taxpayers. 

There is in the possession of the city i 
a copy of an agreement between the 
city and a syndicate who gave cer- 
tain parcels of land which adjoined 
the old nuisance ground on condition 
that the whole be levelled and used 
for park purposes for aM time, All 
we ask is that the city council live 
up to this agreement. 

Now, in case anyone should think 
that we are trying to do anything to 
prevent the Great War Veterans se- 
curing the College avenue site, .0- 
thing !s further from our mind, for 
we stated at the Parks and Market 
Committee meeting that there was jots 
of other land in the city that could 
be secured without taking our park,

With the British Forces in France, Sept. 19-—(By Associated 
Press)—Field Marshal Haig’s forces up to midnight Wednesd&y 
night had captured a total of more than 8,000 Germans as the result 
of their drive of Wednesday on the Cambrai front. Several thousand 
yards of the Hindenburg outpost line was in British hands this morn- 
ing in the Villeret sector, southwest of Lacatelet. Forty guns were 
captured by the British Wednesday. In the 8,000 prisoners taken 
23 German regiments in 11 divisions were represented. 

‘Wednesday afternoon a very violent bombardment from a 
large number of guns was opened by the enemy on the northern por- 
tion of the battlefront byetween Gouzeaucourt and the Arras-Cam- 
brai road,’’ says Field Marshal Haig’s dispatch from the front. 
‘Telephone communications with the division in the line was rapidly 
cut by the intensity of the hostile fire. 

“‘At 5 o’clock in the evening German infantry attacked in 
strength on a wide front from the neighborhood of Trescault north- 
wards. At all points they were completely repulsed with great loss 
by troops of the Guards of the Third and Thirty-seventh divisions.

Debeny With British. 

With the French Army in Picardy, 
Sept. 18.—The troops of the French 
army under Gen. Debeny, who pur- 
sued the Germans from the region of 
Montdidier, have, after a few days of 
comparative inactivity, successfully re- 
sumed their attacks in the region of 
St. Quentin, in conjunction with the 
British forces, 

In spite of the long pursuit from 
the Avre to the,Somme with almost 
constant fighting since August 8, Gen. 
Debeny’s men are pressing the enemy 
with the same vigor with which they 
began the offensive in Picardy. 

The French have advanced close to 
Dalion, less than two miles from the 
western outskirts of St. Quengin. Here 
they are fighting the Germans on the 
Hindenburg line and every inch of 
the ground is being disputed stoutly 
by the enemy. Apparently the Ger- 
mans are determined to hold the pla- 
teau which lies just west of St. Quen- 
tin, south of Francilly, east of Savy 
and north of Dalion, 

Attack in Piece-Meal. 

General Debeny's men have been 
obliged to attack in peace-meal ahd 
to advance by little bounde, slipping 
between machine gun emplacements 
here and there and sometimes making 
frontal attacks, Everywhere the 
French have been obliged to fight 
their way around or through obstacles 
that before this war would have been 
regarded as impregnable. The Ger- 
man army is supported by artillery 
which sends down heavy barrages in 
front of the advancing waves and 
maimains a harrassing fire sgainet 
the rear and the lines of communica- 
tion. 

Progress under these conditions 
necessarily is slow but the Allied lines 
are none the less surely advancing 
toward the outskirte of St. Quentin 
from the south and west as well as 
the north,

To those who are not privileged to 
read them a brief summary is here- 
with given: “The authorities in 
charge of the distribution of food sup. 
plies te]l us there is sugar sufficient 
for preserving needs, provided the 
present conservation measures are 
strictly carried out. It is important 
that the greatest possible amount of 
perishable foodstuffs, like fruit and 
vegetables, be canned, dried and 
stored for winter use. There is a 
shortage of cane sugar. The present 
shortage of sugar makes it important 
that the people understand about glu- 
cose. Glucose is a starch sugar, and 
is a wholesome commercial product 
which lends itself readily to canning 
and preserving. A little book de- 
scribing the household use of glucose 
has just been issued by the Canada 
Food Board, and will be sent free to 
those who apply for it by the secre- 
tary of the Canada Food Board, or to 
the secretary of Alberta branch, Capt, 
Geo. D. Hunt, Merchants’ Bank build- 
ing, Edmonton.” .
